DECISION 

Certain workmen ot the Central Bank of India Ltd. repre- 
sented by the U.P. Bank Employees Union (Kanpur Unit) 
having demanded payment of conveyance allowance to the 
godown keepers in respect of their official visits to godowns 
to and from the Bank’s premises under paragraph 548 of the 
award of the All India Industrial Tribunal (Bank Disputes), 
Bombay constituted by the notification of i lie Government 
of Indra In the Ministry of Labour No. S.R.O. J5 dated the 
5th January, 1952, as modified by the decision of the Labour 
Appellate Tribunal in the manner referred to in section 3 of 
the Industrial Disputes— (Banking Companies) Decision Act, 
1955 and the Central Government being ol the opinion that 
a difficulty or doubt has arisen as to the interpretation ot 
paragraph 548 of the said award— in respect of the matter 
specified in the schedule annexed to its order of reference, 
has made the present reference to me as Industrial Tribunal 
in exercise of the powers conferred by Mib-secllon (1) of 
section 6 of the said Act under Order No. LRII/10 (771/58 
dated 14Lh March 1959. 

2. The Schedule specifying the matter in dispute and 
annexed to the Government Order of reference stands thus: 

"Whether having regard to the terms of appoint, 
ment and the nature of duties expected of them and 
the provisions of paragraph 548 ot the Award of the 
All India Industrial Tribunal (Rank Disputes) con- 
stituted by the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.R.O. 35, dated 
the 5th January, 1952, modified as aforesaid, the 
godown keepers of the Central Bimk of India Limi- 
ted are entitled to claim any conveyance allowance in 
respect of their official visits to godowns to and from 
the premises of the Bank and, if so, whether such 
allowance should be paid even in cases where cycles 
are provided by the Bank for the purpose,” 

3. Originally the reference in respect of this matter was 
made to me as Member. Labour Appellate Tribunal by Gov- 
ernment Order LR-1L10 (77)/58 dated 15th November 1958 
and It was numbered as Bank Reference No. 1 of 1958. In 
the said reference the parties lded their lesper.tlve written 
statements but the reference has since been made to me as 
Industrial Tribunal under the aforesaid Government order 
dated 14th March, 1959. The parties have adopted the pro- 
ceedings taken so lar, anil the reference has been heard as 
C.G.I.T. No. 1 of 1959. 

4. Paragraph 548 of the Bank Award in respect of conve- 
yance allowance is: 


"The demand before us under this head is for an 
allowance for journeys to and from the place of work 
the clearing house etc. The Imperial dank of India 
Union’s demand is that conveyance allowance should 
be granted to all classes of workmen at the rate of 
Rs, 15 per month. We are not convinced that the 
workmen be paid a monthly conveyance allowance 
Conveyance allowance meaning thereby the expenses 
as for going from employee's residence to office or 
vice versa must be deemed to be included in our 
pay scale, The only direction that wc give is that 
where an employee incurs cxpendituie in the perfor- 
mance of bank s work, he should be reimbursed to 
the extent that the expenditure is fairly and lcniti 
mately incurred,” b 


Thus apart from the journey for the purpose of attendi 
the office from the employee’s residence if jhe has to undt 
t»ke any other journey necessitating conveyance in the p< 


formance of trank’s woTk, then the direction is that he should 
be reimbursed to the extent that the expenditure is fairly and 
legitimately incurred. 

5. It appears hi the present case that some of the godown 
keepers employed Under the bank remain in the godowns 
during working hours, while the others remain in the bank’s 
office during working hours and go to the godowns when 
di) cried to do so. The point arising from the claim advanced 
on behalf of the workmen concerned is whether they are 
entitled to reimbursement of the expenses incurred hy them 
when they go to the godown* from Lhc office for a certain 
period and again come back to the office after completing the 
bank’s work. According to the workmen such visits on their 
part are official visits to the godowns to and from the pre- 
mises of the Bank. The bank on the other hand alleges that 
for many years it is maintaining its own bicycles for being 
used by the godown keepers when they have to go in the 
course of their work from any of the offices to any of the 
godowns and therefore any expenditure incurred by godown 
keepers for going to and returning from the godowns is not 
expenditure either fairly or legitimately incurred. The ques- 
tion therefore is whether any such provision of bicycles by 
the bank makes any difference In so far as the workers’ right 
to reimbursement under the direction given in paragraph 548 
of the Bank Award is concerned. 

6. The present reference has been made because of the 

demand by the workers of the Central Bank pf India repre- 
sented by the (J.P. Bank Employees’ Union (Kanpur Unit) 
and in view of the fact that in this unit there is a provision 
made for bi cycles that a question has arisen whether the 
workmen concerned should not use bicycles instead of claim- 
ing reimbursement for expenses incurred in using other means 
of transport. On behalf of the wotkmcn apart from the 

merits of the ease, it was pointed out that the provision of 

bicycles is not meant only for the godown keepers but there 
are other categories of employees also who ate required to 
use the same foT performance of their outdoor duties. Unless 
therefore there is adequate provision for bicycles so as the 
same would lie available whenever required by the godown 
keepers, it would not be proper to prevent them fiom making 
use of any other means of transport. We -were told that 
rheie are 57 godowns at Kanpur with 16 godown keepers; 

and obviously, therefore, there should be enough number 

of bicycles available for the workers, if the Bank desires that 
they should not incur expense in using any other means of 
transport. After all it is not the workers' ease that any allow- 
ance in a lump sum should be fixed; what they urge is that 
they should be reimbursed to the extent of the actual ex- 
penses incurred by them. In the circumstances, after certain 
discussion, the parties arrived at an amicable settlement and 
f, therefore, give my decision in terms of the said settlement 
as per memorandum annexed hereto. i

(1) The Bank agrees to increase the pool of bi-cycles 
at Kanpur by three bi cycles, and the Union on the 
other hand agrees that the godown keepers will 
normally use the bl-cycles except in cases of illness 
or physical disability in which caae the matter will 
be brought to cho notice of the Ban* and the 
Bank, on being satisfied, will permit such godown 
keeper to use a Cycle Rikiha and reimburse him for 
the actual expense Incurred by him. 


W vs or many me cycle rides for each godown keeper 
will not exceed 12 miles per d»y.
